Culberson, of Texas. Mr. Hewitt says Tur 
CONSTITUTION struck the key note of the 
speakership contest in Sunday’s editorial,and 
predicts that at least five of Alabama’s eight 
votes will be cast for Randall. Mr. Culberson 
says he is confident that Randall will win, 
and is gaining every day. The conflict of 
the Georgia delegation is being generally dis- 
cussed, and amusing statements are made as 
to the alleged position of the members.

NEW SENATE RULES. 

WasHINGTON, November 26—The senate 
committee on rules has provide? for the cre- 
ation of a new committee of internal im 
provement, to consist of nine members, and 
to have jurisdiction over all matters relating 
to improvements of the rivers and harbors, 
and the harbor bill. To the committee on 
commerce is left jurisdiction over all subjects 
relating to commerce, to shipping, to 
the merchant marine, life saving 
service and the light houses. The creationof 
a committee on internal improvements is 
regarded by some members of the committee 
asa most important movement in the interest 
of American shipping, since it relieves the 
eommittee on’commerce of the measure. The 
river and harbor bill, which it is said has so 
monopolized its time and attention, that im- 

rtant subjects ligitimately within its 
jurisdiction has sometimes been neglected 
Amendments tothe pilotage laws, measures 
of relief tothe merchant marine and fora 
reviva] of American shipping, are among the 
subjects which many senators think of great- 
er importance than the river and harbor bil 1. 
The new committee on expenditures of the 
public money is created to consist of seven 
senators, which shall-consiaer such measures 
tending to economy in the public expendi 
tures; as shall be referred to it, and conduct 
all investigation into the expenditure of the 
public money, which shall be ordered hy the 
senate, unless the senate shall otherwise di- 
rect. Thi: work has usually been done by 
special committees. The rule designating the 
classes of persons who shall have the privilege 
of the floor is amended by adding the follow- 
ing: “No person shall be admitted to the 
floor as the priate secretary of asenatoruntil 
the senator appointing him shall certify in 
Writing; to the sergeant-at-arms, that he is 

actually employed forthe performancce of 
the duties of such secretary, and is engaged 
in the pe:formance of the same.’

George E. Spinéer in Court—The Revenue Marine 
Rerv ive. 

Wasnuineton, November 26.—That part of 
the report of the comptroller of the currency 
which relates to the contraction of national 
bank circulation, aud the remedies thereof, 
was given tothe press to-day. Mr. Knox 
prefaces the discussion of the subject with 
the statement that unless there shali be legis- 
lation by the present congress to reduce the 
receipts of the government, all of the three 

er cent bonds will be redeemed during the 
next three years. This will reduce the bonds 
held by the banks from 353 millions, to 317 
millions, and cause acontraction in the na- 
tional bank circulation of about 60 millions 

r annum. The measures suggested 
i the comptroller to prevent this rapid con- 
traction are: First, A reduction of the re- 
dundant revenue. Second, The conversion 
of long bonds into® per cents by offering in- 
ducements to the holders of the bonds to ex- 
change them for 6 per cents to mature in 
1907, the government paying tothe holders 
therofa reasonabie amount for their difference 
in value. Third, Theremoval of the tax on cir- 
culation and an increase of the amount of 

parculation to be issued tothe banks upon 
> “bonds deposited py them. In discussing the 
last of these suggested measures, the comp- 
troller calls attention to the fact thatin fix- 
ing the relation between the amount of bonds 
deposited and the amount of circulation, no 
difference is made between bonds at par and 
above par. Upon this point he says there is 
no propriety or justice in authorizing the it

THE REVENUE MARINE SERVICE. 

WASHINGTON, November 26 —Mr. Clark, 
chief of the revenue marine, in his annua! re- 
port for the last fiscal year, says the service 
continues to perform satisfactory work. Its 
vessels, which now number 38. have cruised 
during the year 300.880 miles, and have 
boarded and examined 25 587 vessels, of which 
number 2 240 have been seized or reported to 
the proper authorities for violating the law. 
In the relief work they have been particularly 
efficient, having assisted 224 vessels in distress, 
which. with their cargoes, aggregated in value 
$4,585,175, and on board of which were 2,497 
persons. Sixty people have been picked 
out of the water and saved from drowing. 
The expenses of the service for the fiscal year 
were $853,553. 

' THE LIFE SAVING SERVICE. 

The annual report of the chief of the life 
saving department shows that at the end of 
the last fiscal year the number of life saving 
stations was 194, the number of disasters to 
vessels in the field of the life saving opera- 
tions during the vear was 300. Of 3,792 per- 
sons who were on board these vessels only 15 
perished, and of more than seven million dol- 
lars’ worth of property on these ships and 
cargoes, only a million anda half were lost. 

General Superintendent Thompson, of the 
railway mail service, has gone to Florida 
to make such changes in the mail 
service in that state as may be necessary to 
meet the wants of the large number of winter 
visitors from the north. 

EX ‘SENATOR SPENCER ARRAINGED, 

WASHINGTON, November 26.—Ex-Senator 
George E. Spencer was brought before the dis- 
trict criminal court, Judge Wylie sitting in 
chambers, at one o'clock to day, to answer for 
contempt in having failed to obey the sub- 
poena of the court issued June 12, 1882, at 
which time he was wanted as a witness in the 
star route case, Ex-Secretary Boutwell, coun- 
sel for the defendant. moved that the case be 
dismissed for cause, as follows: 1. That the 
case in relation to which said contempt was 
committed, as is alleged, has been disposed of 
and finally, by a verdict of the 
jury. 2. That said contempt was 
courmitted, as it is alleged, at aterm of the 
court now ended. Third—That the records 
of the court show that no fees were ever paid 
or tended to said Spencer when the subpeena 
was served upon him, requiring him to attend 
said court as a witness in the case in relation 
to which contempt was committed, as is al- 
leged, and consequently that said Spencer 
was never within the jurisdiction of the court 
in which the case was summoned to appear 
as witness was then pending. R. F. Merrick 
and George Biiss, of the government counsel, 
briefly opposed the motion andthe court 
overruled it, and Spencer was required to 
give bond in $2,500 for his appearance to 
answer. 

Judge Wylie in delivering his decision,said 
that undoubtedly th@® punishment for con- 
tempt is inflicted for either of two purposes: 
One, because the parties to the cause are in- 
jured by the absence of the witness; and the 
other, so that all persons may know that it is 
not a safe thing for any man to treat with 
contempt a process of court. The 
eourt without authority to -enforce 
process would be said to 
be contemptible, not in its personality, but 
an instrument for the administration of 
justice. The question now was, whether the 
witness could be punished for disobeying 
process of court which required his presence 
at the first star route trial. No limitation 
was placed upon the power of the court to 
inquire into the matter, and there was every 
rexsson why it should inquire into it. 
The authority and _ dignity of the 
court depended upon that very 
thing, and if it bad no power after the end of 
the term, if a contumacious witness might 
snap his fingers at the court after having de- 
tied its authority, then the court was 
really contemptible, not in its personality 
but as an instrument forthe administration 
of justice. He disagreed with counse! in the 
opinion that another jadge, at another term, 
could not inflict the punishment 
for contempt. The court had no 
personality of a jurisdiction of this kind, and 
one judge might entertain the question as 
wellasanother. With regardto the matter 
of fees, it was true that the witness in a civil 
suitcould not be brought into court until the 
fees had been tendered by him, but this ap- 
pled only to civilsuits and not to criminal 
cases at all

Johnson’s Admintstration of a Sister's Estate Found 
be ta D.fauit—Wrecked by Wine and 
Weom-en~—Lenea.

Utica, N. Y., November 26.—Two tragedies 
which have plunged two homes into grief un- 
utterable were rounded to day by tue discov 


, ery that Arthur B. Johnson, who committed 


suicide two weeks ago, hud robbed bis sister, 
Mrs. McDonnell, of Chicago, of $500,000, The 
annquincement has not only startled the com- 
munity, but it has humiliated hundreds of 
citizens who were until now prone to believe 
that Johnson's worst failings were his love for 
liquor and a mad passion for the hotelkeeper’s 
daughter, Lena Bender. On Bat- 
urday Johnson’s will was opened. He 
left to each of his children $1,000, specifying 
that the residue of his estate should go to his 
wife, who is the daughter of Ward Hunt, the 
recently retired justice of the supreme court. 
Friends who had believed Johnson to be 
worth $500,000 were astonished to ascertain 
that the children were dismissed each with a 


paltry $1,000, Investigation has disclosed the 
fact that the amount which will be realized 
by the widow is a mere pittance compared 
with the popular estimate of the suicide’s 
fortune. — 

THE WOMAN -IN THE CASE. 

Indeed, it is rumored here to-night that 
the fair and frail Lena whom Johnson show- 
ered with favors, financial and otherwise, is 
a richer woman than the wronged and sor- 
rowing widow. An effort will now be made 
to locate Johnson’s lost wealth and to fix 
the responsibility for those speculations 
which bave in less than three years, swal- 
lowed up $300,000 of his sister’s wealth. Lena 
Bender possessed the confidence oi Johnson 
to an unlimited degree. He outlined to her 
the political schemes of the stalwarts, in- 
trusted her with the secret ciphers in which 
Conkling and his sympathizers corresponced. 
He bought heavily of Western Union stock 
and gave Lena larze sums with which to invest 
in desirable securities ona rising market. The 
girl handled her easily won wealth sbrewdly, 
and in afew months appeared in diamonds 
and costumes imported trom Paris. She was 
Jobnson’s private secretary, and, during con- 
tinuous weeks devoted to his debauches, she 
was-his constant adviser and mentor. The 
feeling bere isthat Leoa Bender knows where 
the great bulk ef Johnsoun’s fortune has gone. 


a most brutal crime had been committed. 
James Ruddy, with his wife and*child, lived 
half a mile from the postoffice in the north- 
east part of the village. Shortly after 4 
o clock, 8.8. Andrews, a neighbor, alarmed 
by &@ woman’s screams, he aroused his son,and 
together went tu Ruddy’s house. They found 
Mrs, Ruddy lying on the ground under the 
front window, through which she had made 
a desperate’leap. She was bleeding profusely 
and said: “Pick meup. I am all cut to 
pieces."’ After removing Mrs. Ruddy to a 
neighbor’s, they broke open the back door of 

Raddy’s house, and the flames burst forth.

the arrival of the fire engines. 

FOUND HORRIBLY MANGLED. 

Upon gaining entrauce,the officers found ly- 
ipg on the kitchen floor the bodies of Ruddy 
and his child, both cut in a horrible manner, 
covered with the contents of a feather bed 
which bad been saturated with kerosene and 
seton fire. Both bodies were disfigured by 
the flames so as to be nearly past recognition. 
In the bedroom was a round trunk, which 
had been brought to the house the day before 
by aman named Thomas Samon, who had 
engaged board there, and the lifeless body of 
Mrs, Ford, which was identified by her hus- 
band. One limb had been chopped off, which, 
logether with the remaining leg, was bound 
to the woman’s body with a clothes line. 
The bed clothes had been soaked with oil, 
piled on the body, and an attempt made tu 
set them on fire. 

HOW THE CRIME WAS COMMITTED. 


Mrs. Ruddy said the crime was committed 
by Samon with a hatcbet. Samon boarded 
with Ford. At Ford’s there was no 
evidence of Mrs. Ford’s murder, and it is 
thought that her death was accidental at 
Samons’s hands; that in wishing to conceal 
the body he took it down stairs in a trunk 
and thence to Ruddy’s, where, perhaps, he 
could carry it from the house during the 
night; that the Ruddys refused to assist him, 
when the xtruggle ensued. Samon has been 
arrested, 

THE ARREST OF SAMON. 

Laconia, N. H., November 26.—Samon was 
arrested at Piymouth yesterday. He showed 
no signsof fear. He sleft soundly last night, 
ate heartily, and was brought here to-day. 
A coroner's inquest was held, at which 
physicians testified that Mrs. Ford, probably 
died by beavy blows, or bya man’s knees 
striking her breast near the heart as she 
lay on the floor.

THE SQUANDERED ESTATE 

The estate of the late Jame McDonnell, val- 
ued at about three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars, had been since tne death of the testator | 
under the management of Arthur B Johnson. 
Mr. Johnson wasa half brother of Mrs. Mc- 
Donnell. She not only placed him in com 
plete control of the estate, but gave him a 
power of attorney to manage it, and to sell, 
retain or exchange its securities as he might 
elect. Johnson's books were found to be in 
perfect shape, with correct entries 
of debts and credits, but some 
$22,000 of United States government 
bunds, entered as on hand in his keeping, are 
nowhere to be found. A thorough search 
of Mr. Johnson’s safe and of the deposit com- 
pany’s vaults,where he had been in the habit 
of keeping his securities, fails to bring to iight 
any trace of these missing securities,although 
all his other bonds, stocks and mortgages 
were readily found. The latterinclude abuut 
$200,000 of American District Telegraph 
stock quoted at 16 o0r17. This was the stock 
on which ex-Governor Cornell got un» the 
celebrated ‘“‘biind pool,’ Johnson _ be- 
ing one of the governor’s victims. 
Jobnson was a heavy speculator in 
Wall street, and it is said that was the mael 
strom which swallowed up his money. John- 
son was trustee of three or four estates ot 
other relatives, including Judge Ward Hunt, 
his father-in law, but itis beiieved that these 
are intact, having been closely watched and 
guarded by the parties interested. Johnson 
was at times a heavy drinker, and had been 
under the influence of liqaor for some weeks 
before he destroyed his life He was not suttfi- 
ciently sober on the day of the fuueral of his 
nephew, Johnson L. Lynch, the victim of the 
Jatavia tragedy, toattend it. It wasstatedat 
the time that the cause of his suicide wus 
grief at his nephew’s fate, but recent events 
tend to show that remorse for his conduct in 
squandering nearly half of his sister’s fortune 
drove him to the act of self destruction For- 
tunately Mrs McDonnell’s real estate, worth 
about $400,000, is not at all affected by the loss 
of her mouey and sacurities. 

THE ROWELL DEVELOPMENTS. 

The trial of EK, N. Rowell, who was in- 
dicted for manslaughter in the first degree 
for shooting and kiting Johnson L. Lyncn, 
of Utica, on the evening of October ov, will 
be begun on January 21, Justice Albert 
Haight having consented to hold a special 
term of the supreme court in this village on 
that date for the purpose. The respective 
counsel have had mach difficulty in 
agreeing upon a date for tne trial. 
Tne defendant's attorneys were willing to 
proceed with the case at the November term, 
pow in session, as public sentiment Was 
very much in Rowell’s favor, but tae district 
atturney was not prepared to go on with the 
prosecution at this time, and suggested a date 
later next month. The defense objecied to 
this, having discovered that many witnesses 
whose testimony was considered of much iim- 
portance, were going to places where sabpe- 
nas could not be served upon them. Mrs, 
Rowell left Batavia yesterday morning for 
Ciayville, Oneida county, accompanied by 
her mothor and her two daughters. She wiil 
not return here, as she can not De compe lled 
to testify against her husband, and the de- 
fense will not put her on the stand or allow 
her to be subjected to cross-examination. 
She has remained at the where 
the tragedy occurred, with her motuer, 
who came to Batavia a day or two 
after the shooting. It-is said sne has been 
suffering terribly from remorse, and her 
mind was so constantly on the tragedy that 
her reason was in danyver of being dethroned, 
She saw nobody except her mother, though 
several ladies ventured to call on her, Sne 
was driven tothe depot in a public hack, 
and George Rowell, a brother of her husband, 
bought tickets for herseif and mother to 
Utica. Mrs. Rowell’s features were hidden 
by a thick biue veil, but she was recognized 
by the railroad attaches, and was compelled 
to submit to being gazed at by a curious 
throng who gathered in the ladies’ waiting- 
room, at the depot. It is thought that Row.

THE THEORY OF THE MURDERS. 

The theory of the murders is as follows: 
Samon, while boarding at Ford's, heid im- 
proper rejations with Ford’s wife. He had 
intended to leave there, and had engaged 
board in Ruddy’s family. It is supposed he 
kitled Mrs. Foid, under what circumstances 
has not been learned, cut her up and packed 
her remainsinatrunk, This trunk he wheeled 
towards the river, but found no opportunity 
to throw it in unobserved, and wheeled it to 
Ruddy’s hovse, and Ruddy helped him carry 
itto bisroon,, Mrs. Ruddy testified that Samon 
brought tl trunk there. Next morning she 
heard a noise in the kitchen, and on going 
there » uer husband dead on the fluor. 
Samon struck her several! times with a hatch- 
et, and she dropped to the floor, and feigned 
death. The child cried and Samon went to 
the room where it was, and killed it with the 
hatcbet, and broughtit to the kitchen, laid 
the father and child beside the mother, 
placed the featherbed on them, saturated it 
with kerosene, set the whole on fire, and 
immediately left. Mrs. Ruddy sprang out of 
the window and was found as stated. She 
may recover. The suppusition is :hat Samon 
sought Ruddy’s aid to get rid of Mrs, Ford's 
body. The latter refused, and was accord- 
ingly killed to prevent him from exposing 
the murder.

isters has decided to send two thousand gend- 
arms and six thousand Bedouis to Suakim. 
The aimof the expedition will be to keep 
open the road between Suakim and Berber, 
and thus ensure an avenue for the retreat 
of the Egyptian troops from Khartoum and 
The expedition, under the com- 
mand of Hicks Pasha, whose utter annihila- 
tion is reported, was sent out in February 
last by the Egyptian government to suppress 
the insurrection in the Soudan, which 
led by El Mahdi, the false prophet. The 
Arabs had flocked to the standard of the 


prophet from all quarters, and there was grave 
danger that the Soudan would be wrested 
from Egypt by the followers of El Mahdi. 
General Hicks pushed up the White Nile to 
Khartoum, and on April 29 he had an en- 
gagement with the prophet, defeat- 
ing him and killing 500 0f his men. He 
followed up his vic.ory by pushing forward 
after the retreating rebels, and during the 
summer succeeded in clearing the entire 
Province of Sennaar of the insurgents, and 
forcing Ei Mahdi to retreat into Kordofan, 
where he rallied aruvuund him, it was reported, 
nearly 500,000 fanatics, who believed fully in 
his claims to be the successor of Mohammed, 
and expected to see his enemies swept away 
by the Divine Arm, as he assured them that 
they would be. Hicks Pasha, in the mean- 
time, having forced Sennaar to return to its 
allegiance to Egypt, went back to Khartoum 
to await reinforcements before pushing on to 
attack the prophet in his stronghold in Kor- 
dofan.

ON THE MARCH, 

On September 7, Hicks Pasha was ready to 
march, and on the following morning, which 
was Sunday, he left Khartoum on the expe- 
dition which has resulted so disastrously. He 
had with him as European officers, Colonel 
Farquhar, chief of stall, Majors Warner, Seck- 
endorf, Massy, Evans, and Surgeon Major 
Rosenberg. His force consisted of 7,000 regu- 
lar infantry, 400 cavalry, of which 100 were 
cuirassiers and the rest Baslii Bazouks, a bat- 
tery of Krupp guns, two batteries of moun- 
tain guns and one of Nordenfeldts. He ex 
pected to pick up In the neighborhood of 
Berair 1.600 regular infantry and about 1.006 
Bashi Bazouks, or Arabs, so that his force of 
men probably numbered about 10,000 men. 
He also took with him 5000 camels to carry 
provisions and water. Of his Ezyptian sol- 
diers a great number had been in the service 
of Arabi Pasha, and fears were expressed 
that they might join the reve'is when the 
forces met. Arabi’s old regiment was among 
them, but so far as news has yet been re- 
ceived these mon were as true to Hicks Pasha 
as any of his soldiers. The expedition entered 
the province of Kordofan at Ghebel Musa, 
on September 12, four days afer leaving 
Khartoum, having marched 42 miles in 
that time beneath a broiling sun. The coun- 
try before them wo be traversed was a flat, 
sandy plain, thickly studded with the thorny 
minos®, and relieved by a few low, barren 
hills. Before leaving Khartoum it was decided 
to establish a line of fortified posts as the 
march proceeded, in order to waintain com- 
munication with the base of supplies on the 
Nile. 

SUFFERING FROM INTENSE HEAT. 

The governor-general reported, however, 
that many of the Arab tribes which fled on 
the approach of the expedition returned to 
the line of march after its passage, and in 
view of this it was found difficult to induce 
small bodies of soldiers to act as escorts for 
stores between the posts. The plan was there- 
fore abandoned, and the army marched into 
the enemy’s couatry, cut off from its base of 
supplies, and depending for subsistence on 60 
days’ rations of biscui.s carried by the camels 
and such provisions as it might capture on 
the road. Under these circumstances, and 
with the intense heat to be combatted, much 
loss from sickness was to be expected, but 
the expedition pressed on along the circui- 
tous water route of the Nile toward El 
Obeid, which the False Prophet had 
already captured, and where it 
was expected the decisive action would take 
place. When Duem was reached, on Septem- 
ber 26, there was still a distance of 230 miles, 
a good month’s march, to be made before El 
Obeid would be reached, and water was be- 
coming scarce, what iittle there was being 
found on the surface in the ground depres- 
sions. Great precautions were taken on the 
line of march as it was reported that the 
enemy, 12,000 strong, was close by when 
Duem was reached, and Hicks Pasha was con 
stantly expecting treachery on the part of the 
Arabs, 

THE EXPEDITION LOST SIGHT OF. 

The army moved in three culumns, prepar- 
ed to form asquare instantly, with the cam- 
els and stores in the center, the guns in front, 
and the Nordenfeldts at the anvies. When 
camping a square was always formed, and 
when possible zereeba, or a dense abatis of 
thorny bushes, was formed around the troops, 
Each soldier was provided with four crows 
feet, which, in case of a sudden attack, he 
had been drilled to throw to a distance in 
front to check the assailing forces. 

On September 27th the expedition left 
Duem, and in the next three days they press- 
ed ou 30 miles to the southwest, the strag- 
gling followers of the False Prophet flying 
before them and sweeping the country bare 
of cattle and everything .hat could be eaten. 
The water now began to become scarce, and 
men aud camels beyan to succumb to the in 
tense heat. The uncut harvest supplied ample 
forage for the animals, but the troops were 
forced to eatnotbing but biscuit, which is 
not a diet calculated to increase the martial! 
epirit or strengthen the martial legs, and dur- 
ing the next ten days an advance of only 15 
mi es was made to the southwest toward El 
Oneid. At this point—Camp ASange Han- 
ferid—-the expedition was lost sigit of, and 
no direct news of it had beea received up to 
Thursday. It wasreported on November 1 
that Hicks Pasha had defeated the Prophet 
on the Khor-ei- Nil, a torrent, three leagues 

rom El Obeid, and had kilied 8 000 of nis 
men, Thestory wastold by an Arab who 
reached Khartoum, but it was never con 
firmed by any direct news from the expedi- 
tion, and was geqgerally dishelieved, 
KHAKTOUM'S GREAT DANGER

A Morgan County Woman Gives Birth to a Double« 
Mi eaded Child. 
Frem the Madison Madisonian. 

The strangest malformation that the writer ever 
saw was a double-headed child, about twenty-four 
bours old. It was exhibited by Mr. T, W. Jones, of 
this county, who stated to us that a mulatto wo- 
man living on his place gave birth to the monstros 
ity on last Wednesday at 12 o’cleck m. He was 
passing the cabin aboutthe timethe birth was 
given, and his attention was attracted by 
unusual excitement among the inmates 
of the cabin, who were intensely alarmed over the 
occurrence, Going in to ascertain the cause of the 
excitement, he was shown the above monstrosity 
by the sister of the woman who had given the un- 
natural birth, and told by her thatit breathed 
several times after birth. It was placed ina smal! 
box and interred, but Mr. Jones, thinking thut this 
would bea Valuable contribution to medical sci 
ence, persuaded the motherto let him exhume it 
and preserve itinalcohol. After gaining hercon- 
sent he immediately disinterred the double headed 
child, put it in alcohol and the following day 
brought it to Madison. : 

Upon examining it we observed a well formed 
body, with two distinct and well developed heads, 
each head having all of the natural features, 1 
ears are elongated more than 
be. though medical men say that natural propor- 
tions are uncommon in such cases, Each mouth 
had two well developed front teeth, the eyes in 
each head were well formed, and the heads were 
covered with a black, silky growth beginning at 
the ton of the eyebrows and continuing dewn the 
shoulders, sides, armsand legs. The chest was as 
fully developed as itis witha man forty yeurs of 
age—all of the muscles and chest bones showing up 
well. The arms, hauds, legs and feet were sym- 
metrieal. But the strangest featureabout the form 
ation—it had two spinal columns, whena front 
view showed only one body; the placenta was be- 
tween the shoulders and the umbilical cord was at- 
tached to this instead of the navel: it wasof double 
gender, with the male predominant 
aud about l2inches in length. It is a puzzle t 
medical men, asSit possesses both human and apni 
ma! features Twins were evidently intended by 
nature, but by some tnnaccountable freak. they 
were joined before birth, producing the malfor 
mation above. 

The woman that gave birth to this monstrosity,is 
a mulatto of usual intelligence, married and of 
good general health, This iscertainly the strangest 
formation we ever saw, and will doubtless create

A long consultation took place, when it was 
discovered that no rope was in the crowd. A man 
was dispatched for itand soon returned witha well 
rope. It was placed around Houston’s neck and be 
was told tomakeacoufession. He replied, ’ 
men, before God, 1 didn’t doit.’’ He added tha 
when the officers carried him before the lady he 
declared to her he never had even been upou her 
premjises. He was then told he might have fis 
minutes to pray, if he wished. Houston dropped 
upon his kness and began to pray in a low sing 
song voice. Then rising he said, 
you will have the truth and nothing but the 
truth, Pil tell you ail aboutit’’ ‘Out with it,’’ 
said one of the mob. Houston, pausing an iustant 
began to repeat that he was innocen ; rope 
was then adjusted, and a number of men catching 
hold, and as the world was given to procet dg, be 
exclaimed, ‘Jesus take me home.’’ The next in- 
Stant be was raised several feet from the ground 
and the other end of the rope fastened to the tree 
Then an order was given 
the crowd disperse, each man 
enjoined to make no display or use of firearms. 
in a lew minutes thereafter the mob had vanished, 
leaving the body of Lewis Houston where it had 
been swung. The whole aifair, occupying probably 
not more than tbree-quarters of an hour, was con 
ducted with the utmost quiet and order, ‘The 
night was cloudy, threatening rain and intensely 
dark, it being almost impgssible to have distin- 
guished pérsoiis even without masks. Lewis Hous 
ton, Who was probably not more than tweniy years 
of age, met bis fate almost siolidly, and showed no 
sign of agilation, unless hissing-suug prayer may be 
pe &@ ded &) evidecn: of excitement,

THE DEATH OF MRS. HAMMOND. 


Four lines im’Tar Constitution of Sunday- 
announced the death of Mrs. Henrietta Hardy 
Hammond in New York city the day before. 
Brief as it was, this announcement cuts 
short the fond hopes of her friends that her 
life would be spared not only to her family 
but to literature.

The New York Equitable 
Life and the Home paid theirs, each having carried 
$50,000, but the other companies contested payment 
on the ground that the insurance had been ob- 
tained by fraud, misstatements having been made 
in the applications for insurance and Dwight’s 
physical condition having been grossly misrepre- 
sented. His widow has brought suit to recover, 
and for several days the case has been 
on trial at Norwith, N.- Y. A number 
of medical experts have testified as to 
the cause of Dwight’s death, which was 
asphyxia resulting from hanging with arope. An 
autopsy on the body showed that Dwight’s heart and 
stomach were healthy. His wife alleged that he 
died of gastric fever, but it was evident that Dwight 
had strangled himself to death in bed, The theo- 
ry of suicide is strengthened by the testimony of 
Thomas W. Whitney. Dwight had failed in busi- 
ness aud told Whitney that ‘‘a man might as well 
be in h—llasto be poor.’’ The case seems be 
fearfully mixed, one physician swearing that it was 
not Dwight’s body the autopsy was held on and 
that the certificate of the autopsy had been tam- 
pered with.

After the close of the war 
he was twice elected its president. After 
wards he, wiih Colonel A. Lane, 
built the Montgome ry and Eufaula 
railroad and has with him built roadsin Texas‘and 
Fiorida. He also Constructed the waterworks at 
Moutgomery, Ala., and surveyed the route fora 
canal with waterworks around this city which, ac 
cording to his estimates, would not cost over $300.- 
000. He lost his most estimable wife in 1873, leav- 
ing him two children. In 1875 he was married to 
Miss Josephine Wingfield, who died in 1582, jeaving 
him also two children. At the time of his death 
he was engaged in railroads in Mississippi where 
he took about six weeks ago the 
malarialfever. He returned to his home and died.

New YorkK, November 26.—The celebration of the 
centennial of the evacuation by the British was 
earried out with faithful adherence to the published 
programme, in spiteof the drenching rain nearly all 
day. At sunrise the forts and ships fired a salute of 
twenty-one‘guns, followed in halfan hour witha 
successful effort of all the steam whistles in the bay 
andon the rivers to make the most disagreeable 
noise imaginable, emphasizing the wonderful differ. 
ence between the vavigation of 1783 and The 
decorations on land and water were  elab- 
orate, though much  bedraggled, The stars 
and stripes predominated, but flags of pearly all 
nations of the earth were to be seen at intervals. 
The places of business were closed, and the entire 
population of Manhattan and Long Island gave 
themselves up to the enjoyment of the patriotic oc- 
casion. Points of historic interest were surround- 
ed by crowds anxious to recall the 
day when the British withdrew frém American 
shores, and independence was really made secure. 
President Arthur and Governor Cleveland and staff 
had headquarters at the Fifth Avenue hotel. Other 
dignitaries from other states were also present. In- 
cluded among these were the governors of the orig- 
inal thirteen states.

DEDICATION OF TH&@ FIRST METH- 
ODIST CHURCH SUNDaY. 


An Inter’ sting Cer*m: my—Ar Able ard Elcaunit Scre 
monby Rev. Clement A. Evans—He Gives u

Glorious things of thee are spoke" 
Zion, city of our God— 
He whose word can ne'er be broken 
Formed thee for His own abode. 
On the rock of ages founded, 
What can shake thy sure repose” 
With salvation’s walls surrounded 
Thou may’st smile at all thy foes. 

So sang the great congregation that, despite 
the rain, assembled Sunday at eleven o'clock 
to join in the dedication of the First Meth- 
odist church.- 

Rey. Walter Branham had read an 
priate selection from the Bible, a part of the 
eighth chapter of the First Book of Kings. 

When the hymn was concluded Rey. Clem- 
ent A. Evans, the pastor, who was to make 
the dedication sermon, and which was to be 
his last before the congregation that he has 


appro- 


Seryed with such zeal for the full term al- 


lowed by the law of his church, arose and 
made the usuai announcements for the day 
and week. He siated that it was expected 
Bishop Pierce would be present. At the last 
moment, however, a message had been re 
ceived from him stating that he had just re- 
turned from the Virginia conference aud was 
too fatigued to come to Atlanta and attend 
the dedication. 

General Evans took his text from the fifty- 
second chapter of Isaiah, seventh to tenth 
verses, as follows: 

THE SERMON. 

‘“‘How beautiful upon the mountains are the 
feet of Him that bringeth good tidings, that 
publiseth peace; that bringeth good tidings 
of good, that publiseth saivation; that saith 
unto Zion, Thy God reigneth! 

“Thy watchmen shall lift up the voice; 
with the voice together shall they sing; for 
they shall see eye to eye, when the Lord shall 
bring again Zion. 

“break ftorih into joy, sing together ye 
waste places of Jerusalem: for the Lord hath 
comforted His people. He hath redeemed Jer- 
ulasem., 

“The Lord hath made bare His holy arm in 
the eyes of all the mations; and all the ends 
ofthe earth shall see the salvation of our 
God.’ 

There were three great themes,the preacher 
said, that Jay in the scope of the text, 
namely: The kingdom of God, which is 
the church of Christ; the ministry of the 
gospel and the the salvation of the world 
Each of these great themes would demand 
a multitude of thought, would command the 
attention ofarchange!s and require for their 
full development not simply the years of 
their bnef lite, but all the period of eter- 
nity. Each separate theme must be consid- 
ered in itself, yet all were so related that 
one could scarcely be considered without 
reference tothe others, the three constitut- 
ing a trinity like unto the Godhead of Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit. 

The text was appropriate totheday. ‘The 
congregation had assembled to witness the 
dedication of the church to Almighty God 
AS we survey the superostructure; as we look 
upon the buildings that surround it; as we 
feel the throb of the great city that is grow- 
ing, we know not how, the recollectiens of 
many go back to the wild woods scarcely a 
half century ago, betore there was a buiiding 
on the spot where Atlanta now stands, to the 
building of the first rude house, and then the 
school house near or upon this spot, then of 
the location of Wesley chapel. 

He spoke of the early struggles of the 
church and of the history of the building 
which he had come to dedicate. It was begun 
thirteen years ago, and after much labor it 
had been completed and the last dollar of its 
idebtedness bad been paid off. Its value was 
seventy-five thousand dollars; it could seat 
comfortably twelve hun : ; ithed a 
lecture room, a ®uadsy-schoo!l "room, a pas- 
tor’s study and everything that was necessary 
to make ita useful and working church of 
Christ. 

He spoke of the institutions of the church, 
particularly of the relief society conducted 
by the ladies, which has done and is doing 
much to alleviate the sufleriug and distresses 
of tbe poor. He spoke also ot the societies of 
the children and the young men. Thechurch 
had been able to raise for the last four years 
annually for the cause of Christ an average of 
eleven thousand dollars. That amount would 
‘increase. The chu:ch was ina condition of 

rosperity for which all could be truly thank- 

ulto God. Such were the good tidings that 
he published. 
. HIS LAST SERMON. 

It was General Evans’s last appearance in 
the pulpit of the First Methodist church, and 
he spoke with great feeling in alluding to 
that fact. The true heart always beats with 
affection for the cause of the gospel, and the 
minister received a loving support in his 
work. Hespokeof the great compensation 
that was afforded in the alfection of his con- 
gregation. There is no compensation like 
love; it was the compensation that God asked 
for thejdeath of His Son. 

For himself, he said, from the great and 
small, from the poorand humble, from the 
little children these things were jewels that 
he had laid up in the casket of his heart and 
would carry them into: the kingdom of 
glory. 

He spoke of the itinerant ministry and 
said that while it had been ridiculed by 
some, it had furnished some of the brightest 
lights to the cause of the church and had 
been established by Wesley when he sent his 
laymen out to preach. 

General Evans made a very touching allu- 
sion toa meeting between himself and a mem- 
ber of his flock, an old soldier, who came to 
him one day and taking both of the general's 
bands in his one looked tenderly into his 
face. General Evans drew away one hand 
and put it around his old comrade, pressing 
as he did so an empty sleeve that hung by his 
side. 

‘*General,”’ said the old soldier, ‘‘I lost that 
following you.”’ 

[It was such devotion as that that cheered 
his heart and brightened his life. 

The preacher made a reference to the rela- 
tions between science and religion 
He had gone back with science in ali her 
beautiful walks to the creation and had dwelt 
with pleasure amid her stories, but when she 
carried him tothe brink beyond which all 
was obscurity and darkness, he turned away 
with a sad and unsatisfied heart. That science 
which recognized God and went bandin rand 
with religion he loved, but the science that 
ignored religion and God he despised. The 
religions of Buddha and Confucius insulted 
his reason. 

HIS CLOSING REMARAS. 

Leaving the discussion of science, General 
Evans closed his sermon with a touching ref- 
erence to the pain it caused him to sever his 
connection with his congregation. It was hard 
to say good-bye.

I know 
not what  is_ before me, It may 
be better for me not to 
bave an appointment next year. Your pray- 
ers will go with me, and mine will ever re- 
main with you. * * * * I thank God 
that I leave the church in such a condition. 
As I leave Atlanta I can feel the rising of a 
new tide that seems to be pushing the city a 
little higher up the shore than it has been. 
As I go from your midst yon are on a higher 
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plane than you were when I came. Some few 
weeks ago a singular natural pbenowena ap- 
peared in our west. Intbe twilight the sun- 
set's radiant glow still lingered in the sky. 
The sunhad rone down, but the day wus more 
beautiful than before. ‘Tnere was light 
and beauty and joy’ in the. very 
sky, and man gazed in wonder at the glory ef 
God. The world ought to be more beautiful 
1p0n our departure. Il feel particiutarly 
graieful to God that when I leave this church 
i seave if so well able to take care vo! 
There is, 

‘Beyond the sunset’s radiant glow, 

A fairer wor.d than this, 1 know.’ 
And we shall meet there by and by, and God 
will give us a meeting and greeting of which 
there shall be no end. God bless you and 
keep you for evermore.’’ 

The sermoa was one of the most elcquent 
that General Evans ever delivered. His re- 
ferences to his departure were particularly 
touching and impressive and when he sat down 
there was scarcely a dry eye in the church. 

The formal dedication of the church then 
occurred. ‘The venerable Judge Ezzard made 
a 1ormal presentation of the building ‘'to be 
set apart tor the worship of Almighty God.”’ 

General Evans made the usual prayer after 
which the congregation sang the doxology 
and were dismissed.

IN THE AFTERNOON AND AT NIGHT. 

The services at three o’clock were quite in- 
teresting. The music was conducted by Mrs. 
King with a select choir of young people 
from the church, and was very fine. Theser- 
vices were conducted by Mr. Courtney, who 
made several short addrégses in introducing 
speakers. The first address was made by Dr. 
Kendail, of Trinity church. who congratula 
ted the church upon its present p.osperity, 
and the children upon haying such an excel- 
lent Sunday school room. He spoke beauti- 
fully of the religion of children. Mr. J. C. 
Kimball followed, and spoke of the cheertul- 
ness of the occasion. General Evans followed 
and made his last talk to the Sunday school. 

At night Dr. Harrison, of Nashville, a for- 
mer pastor of the church, preached an elo- 
quent sermon on ‘The Rock on which the 
Church is Built.’’ The church was begun 
under the administration of Dr. Harrison, 
who is now book editor of the Southern 
Methodist publishing house.” 

It is probable that General Evans will 
spend next year in Augusta.

To-day i am-.back 
here, and am ready to buy a home and stay 
bere the balance of my life, but 1 think that 
property has increased about three times as 
much in value since I left,andI will be lucky 
if I come any ways near touching the old fig- 
ures,’ 

“You did not like Oregon ‘ 

“Oregon don’tsuitme. Itis not what I 
thought it was. The proof of the pudding is 
the eating thereof, and 1 have eaten. When 
I left Georgia times were dull and money 
was hard to get. Into my hands fell pam- 
phiets and books descriptive of 
un Eldorado—Oregon. Well, wentthere. | 
had been told that there was government 
land that I could take up. When | got there 
I found that thueland1 could take up was 
not worth taking pp. “I went up -the Wil- 
tiamette river to within two miles of Albany 
and bought a farm at thirty-five dollars an 
acre. It was a lovely valley from ten to forty 
miles wide, and as pretty soil as you ever 
saw. I raised fifty-four bushels of wheat to 
the acre on that prairie land. But Oregon is 
a lund of wild oats, sorrel and tarweed. |! 
had plowed my land six inches deep, and in 
an evil hour I decided to go two inches 
deeper, In turning up that ex'ra two inches 
[ turned up wild oat seed that had been there 
I know not how long; but they grew and 
choked out my wheat and my crop was 
ruined and gradually decreased from 
year to year until, in place 
of fifty-four bushels to the acre, I 
only sixteen. Ob, the wild oats! the wiid 
oats! they are strange things. Lay « handful

on the ground and pour water on them, and | 


they will crawl like bugs. They have a 
beard like the nose of a gar-fish 
they turn upon that that beard and go down 
into the ground like they had life. Below a 
certain distance the oats will not sprout, but 
whenever you turn them up near enough to 
the surface they torget 

been in the ground and grow like you had 
just planted them.” 

‘‘What do they look like?’ 

“A field of wild oats is very 
field of ordinary oats in appearance, but they 
are like the Dead sea fruit. Stock cannot eat 
them on ' the beard. The whole 
story is that Oregon is overrun 
with wiid oats that it is_ impossible 
for the farmer to overcome. There are people 
there, though numbers of them, who are 
well satisfied, prosperous and happy. It igs 
altogether owing to the way a man has been 
raised. It did not suit me and I came back 
to Georgia.”’ 

“Itis a great wheat country, though, is it 
not?’ 

‘‘W heat there is like cotton is here—a staple 
product that means so much gold for so much 
wheat cash down. Albany isa small place 
of two thousand iuhabitants. Its three mills 
grind twenty-four hundred barrels of flour 
per day eleven months in the _ year, 
yet do not touch one-tenth the wheat that 
is made, | 

‘‘Do they raise corn there?’ 

“Oorn won't mature in Oregon, the sum- 
mers are too short.’’ 

‘‘What do they feed horses on 

“They make in Oregon one grade of tlour— 
the loveliest you ever saw—what is leftt, he 
bran, the shorts, etc , goes to the horses, the 
cows and the other stock.”’ 

‘‘How do you find Atlanta?”’ 

“Tf you had put me down in this town with- 
out a guide I would have been lost. I never 
saw such changes, I never even dreamed of 
such progress. It has been wonderful.’’

On Saturday night when Mr. Askew locked 
that safe there was $3,500 in cash and a certif- 
icate of deposit for S000 in it. It required no 
second thought for Mr. Askew to decide that 
the thieves had taken his $4,000 with tbe iron 
drawers, and at thatinstant no one can de- 
scribe his feelings From the front part of 
the buiiding Mr. Askew and the boy quickly 
went intothe saloon, Where the pool and 
billiard tables are set. On one of the tables 
they found a piece of another shelf, and a 
further investigution revealed the fact that 
the bar across the back door was out of place 
and that the door was not fastened, only 
closed, Hoping to find some trace of the 
thieves the back door was thrown open. In 
the mud near the door, there were tracks of 
three or four persons, and these tracks were 
éasily followed by the detectives, who were 
called in by that time across Foundry street 
to the Western and Atianta railroad and! up 
the railroad toward the city, On the rail- 
road, not far from Foundry street, there was 
found that which declared that the pursuers 
were not on the wrong track.
